Alexandra Bridge. 



Alexandra suspansion bridge, which spans 
the Praser some fourteen miles above Yale, 
was, as most of our readers will doubtless re 
collect, built by, or rather for the present 
Lieutenant Governor. It was built on u, 
charter to collect tolls, at an expenso of up- 
wards of forty thousand dollars, and, under 
the proviiions of the charter, reverted to the 
Province about a year ago and is now public 
property. It was recently discovered, and 
has already been announced, that tbs sills 
upon which rest the towers that support the 
Cables by which the bridge is suspended are 
far gone with dry rot, and that a deflection ol 
several inches has taken place in the bridge. 
This was discovered by Mr Surveyor-General 
Pearse, who iisued instructions that heavy 
leads should not pass over the bridge, and on 
his arrival at the seat of Government, report- 
ed tbe facts to tbe Executive. Tbe result of 
this was that Mr lluikeley, (Jbiel Engineer, was 
lent up to make a thorough examination ol, 
and report upon tbe bridge. We cannot, nt 
course, anticipate that gentleman's report; 
but tbe tact ol his having imposed reairic- " 
lions upon the traffic even more severe thaD 
those imposed by Mr Pearse would appear 
to justify the lenr ibm hia report will not be 
favornble. To repair these delects (and ther- 
m»y bo ocbern) will be no easy mailer. In 
order to substitute a new lesilar the towers 
il if evident that the whole weight of the 
bridge musl betaken off the cable-; aud no 
ono who has piiBded over Alexandra bridge 
nred be told lhat to accomplish this is a work 
involving groat engineering skill and a Urge 
expenditure of money. Perhaps tho Chief 
Engineer will eicu.se us for suggesting that 
iroo or sumo should be substituted lor wood, 
both in ibe sills and towers. W« are told that 
tbe usual nems were employed lo.prot-c from 
rot the present timbers. It ibis be true, mid 
yet leas than uloe years bag suffio-d o rend r 
them unfit for use, it lollo*s, we think, thnt 
• urn- more durable material should be sub- 
stituted. The expense of renewal will be so 
great m to render it more economical, us woll 
as more safe io employ iron or stone. Nor is 
ibe actual expense ol r-newal all. The incon- 
venience' "0(1 loss occasioned by the interrup- 
tion to traffic constitutes a very serious con- 
sideration. Tue rep.urs now about io be un- 
dertak-ri will, Mr Bulkvley think-', occupy 
about a monib. Bui ibe lime occupied must 
to a very great exicrn depend upon the suc- 
0'is of what will iu ei.mo m-a.-ure be experi* 
meutai; and the interruption or partial inter 
ru'ptiOQ to trnllio may be much longer, ns con 
■ iderable delay may lake place in consequence 
Of certain necessary appliances having io be 
brought from Han Francisco. Should the in- 
terruption cxienil over the tall treigjbting sea- 
son, the comequences will, indeed, be scrii 
ous.
